At present there is a “no 
man’s land,” it said, caused by 
the refusal of the National 
Labor Relations Board to 
accept jurisdiction of some 
disputes. 

‘Improper Practices.’ 

Setting out what it charged 
were “improper practices,” the 
report listed: 

1. Lack of democracy. lt 
said union constitutions have 
been ignored, dictatorships 
have thrived, members have 
been denied any voice in 
union affairs and secret bal- 
lots have been denied, 


2. Trusteeship abuse. The 
committee said union offi- 
cers have imposed some 
trusteeships without cause 


and kept some in force for 
30 years. It said trustees 
have plundered local unions 
and used them as political 
pawns. 

3. Union-management col- 
lusion. Some employers have 


paid union officers — for 
“sweetheart” contracts, iime 
posing substandard condi- 


tions on union members and 
excluding honest union. 

4. Misuse of union funds, 
The committee listed false 
reports, superficial audits, 
doing business by cash, sign- 
ing blank checks, gifts to 
union officers, excessive 
expense allowances, destruc- 
tion of records, loans fo fa- 
vorites, abuse of tax-exemp- 
tions. 

5. Violence in _ strikes, 
“Crimes against the Com- 
munity” have been committed 
or condoned by top union 
officers, the committee said, 

6. Unfair practices. Man- 
agements have used labor 
spies, interfered in employe 
elections, and engaged in re- 
prisals against pro-union em- 
ployes. They have forced em- 
ployes to join unions they 
didn't choose. 

7. Organizational picket- 
ing. This device has been 
used to extort funds from 
- employers, without employes’ 
| permission, and without re- 
gard for NLRB processes. 

8. Gangster infiltration. 
This has affected some 
unions, and some union lead- 
ers have welcomed them. 

9. “No man’s land.” In 
unregulated disputes work- 
ers have been exploited, and 
honest unions by-passed. 

10. Police. Some have

McNamara 
said “the colorful language and 
some of the findings in these 
chapters are more related to 
the old Police Gazette than to 
a supposedly objective congres- 
sional report.” 

McNamara, former president 
of Detroit Local No. 636 of the 
Pipefitters Union, dissented 
also on some other scores. He 
said, however, that he did agree 
with many things the majority 
stated.) 

Today’s report is the first of 
two, and details committee 
findings about Nathan W. Shef- 
ferman and his Labor Relations 
Associates, of Chicago, the 
Bakers, the Textile Workers, 
and the Operating Engineers.

The committee reports that 
Shefferman’s services were 
used by Sears Roebuck & Co.

Another larcenous maneuver 
by Stuart stripped Chicago Lo- 
cals 100 and 300 of the better 
part of $10,500 for an ‘organiz- 
ing drive’ which was so non- 
existent that he never men- 
tioned it in his reports... .” 

The report says that Stuart 
committed “thefts” under two 
Chicago trusteeships. In the 
case of Local 300, Stuart con- 
ducted the hearing, decided te 
impose a trusteeship and then 
named bimself trustee. 

Two Chicago locals of the 
Operating Engineers Union 
have been under trusteeship 
for 29 years, the committee 
reports. Trusteeship in this 
union became so widespread 
that only 46 per cent of its 
280,000 members now vote.

~Do-Nothing Means Disaster 
‘Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
’” The current economic decline is 
ho slight slump; it is a serious and 
“deep recession. 

‘“*The combination of economic 
eircumstances at this time—lots 
of bankruptcies, serious unemploy- 
ment, sagging consumer purchases, 
low and falling industrial produc- 
tion, much unused productive ca- 
‘pacity, enormous inventories, re- 
duced orders for new, goods, de- 
clining investment, over-extended 
installment debt, limited building 
activity and greatly reduced car 
loadings—all this is threatening 
and dangérous. 

‘. The present recession, though 
mot yet as bad as the depression 
of the 1930's, is certainly bad 
@nough. Whether it develops into 
ga major depression depends upon 
what the American people and the 
American government do about 
the situation. 

If we take proper and adequate 
revfps very promptly the downward 
‘movement can be slowed and 
‘stopped in a few months. But if 
+ we ollow a do-nothing policy, the 
recession will speedily become an 
} economic disaster of the first mag- 
] nitude. 

Fairly well sustained consumer 
| Wending is one of the few rela- 
tively bright features of the whole 
itrent economic picture. If meas- 
uses are adopted to increase the 
real incomes of wage earners, 
“gmall farmers, little businessmen, 
and other comparatively low-in- 

e groups, expenditures for 
Saisumers goods will increase and 

a long way toward preventing 
a bad depression from develop- 
ing. 

It is quite likely that the Eisen- 
hower Administration, in spite of 
an inherent inclination to slash 
Federal spending, will be forced by 
circumstances to increase total 
government expenditures for fis- 
cal 1958-59 over federal spending 
in, 1957-58. State and local govern- 
ment expenditures may also in- 
crease in 1958 and 1959; but this 
is not certain. 

Substantially increased public 
expenditures together with some 
egpansion of private investment 
and consumer spending, if they 
are achieved, will prevent a dis- 
astrous depression in the near fu- 
ture.

Why Not St. Louis U? 

Now that the Board of Aldermen has ap- 
proved the Mill Creek Valley redevelopment, 
St. Louis would be ill served indeed if a 
church-state dispute were allowed to obstruct 


the rapid realization of plans so important to. 


the entire city. Unfortunately the sugges- 
tion of such a dispute was raised at the al- 
dermanic hearings, when objections were 
voiced to the Land Clearance Authority's 
plan to encourage St. Louis University to use 
22 acres of the site for expansion of its cam- 
pus eastward. 

We believe in thé*separation of church and 
state. We oppose the use of public funds 
for the support of any religion, But it is 
stretching those principles beyond the point 
of common sense to say that a Catholic uni- 
versity may not be permitted to participate 
in urban redevelopment on the same terms as 
any other public institution. How can it rea- 
sonably be argued that Washington Univer- 
sity, if it occupied the site at Grand and West 
Pine, could take part in the Mill Creek rede- 
velopment, but that St. Louis University, 
being Catholic, may not? 


The tenuous theory on which the objection 
is based holds that the Land Clearance Au- 
thority will subsidize the Mill Creek ‘rede- 
velopment by writing down the cost of land to 
a point which will induce a desirable reuse 
of it after the slums have been cleared away. 
This “subsidy,” it is said, should not be paid 
to a Catholic university since that would 
amount to public support of a religion. 

When the plaza area was cleared, a Catho- 
lic church and a Methodist church were per- 
mitted to buy land from the Land Clearance 
Authority. Nobody said anything about the 
alleged subsidy to religion in those cases. 
To have done so would have been faintly ab- 
surd, and so it is in the case of St. Louis 
University. 

Only by spinning a fine legal thread can it 
be held that the sale of Mill Creek land to 
St. Louis U on the same terms on which land 
will be sold to others constitutes a subsidy to 
religion. If this is a subsidy, then so is the 
tax exemption which St. Louis U enjoys in 
common with other educational institutions. 
And if St. Louis U_can be treated like any 
other university with respect to taxes, it is 
entitled to equal treatment in urban redevel- 
opment. 

If the university does take part, it will be 
a case not of public subsidy so much as of 
a mutually beneficial partnership. The city 
by clearing slum land and making it available 
at an attractive reuse price will create new 
values; the university will expand its educa- 
tional facilities—itself a publicly desirable 
step—in a publicly beneficial way. Who shall 
say that the city subsidizes the university any 
more than the university subsidizes the city? 

In New York City, Fordham University’s 
participation in the Lgncoln Square redevelop- 
ment has been similarly challenged. Justice 
Owen McGivern of the New York Supreme 
Court held that no subsidy to a religion was 
involved, but rather “a lawful contract in- 
volving an exchange of valuable considera- 
tions on both sides.” To deny Fordham the 
right to take part, he held, “would be to 
convert the constitutional safeguards into a 
sword against the freedoms which they were 
intended to shield.” 

This decision is now being appealed, but 
accords so fully with common sense that it 
is hard to imagine a higher court holding that 
a community and a Catholic university cannot 
join hands to accomplish something so clearly 
in the general public interest, 


The 212-Word, Six-Part Sentence 


The 212-word sentence in the federal] in- 
come tax instructions which baffles Senator 
Watkins of Utah—and presumably everybody 
else—is not bad primarily because it is long 
and complicated. 

That it is, no doubt. But if the writer's 
intention had been to convey a thought 
clearly to his reader, all might yet have 
been well. His purpose was, instead, to 
make it impossible for anybody to pin any- 
thing on him under any conceivable set 
circumstances. The 212-word income-tax 
sentence is a superb demonstration of protec- 
tive prose. No one can abuse its terms be- 
cause no one except the author can under- 
stand them; yet it burbles on as though it 
were saying something, and no one could 
even prove it isn't. 

Senator Watkins will do well to give up his 
endeavor to get the sentence translated; the 
only way to deal with a fireproof, burglar- 
proof, bullet-proof sentence like that is to 
get it replaced, 


Poor Case at Kohler 


In saying that the Kohler hearings demon- 
strate that labor unions should be brought 
under the anti-trust laws, Senator Goldwater 
picked a weak foundation for a hackneyed 
and unworkable nostrum for industrial peace. 
And Senator McClellan did not do much bet- 
ter with his demand that Congress should 
prevent unions from keeping “people away 
from their work by sheer force.” 

There can be no defense for mass violence 
or any form of improper coercion in a labor 
dispute. But the real cure for them is hon- 
est collective bargaining. Where there is no 
such bargaining, there is almost irresistible 
pressure on workers to fall back on other 
means to gain what they believe td be legiti- 
mate ends. 

These include picketing, and appeals to 
friendly groups, among both workers and 


stands, sets generally acceptable limitations 
on picketing. If the’ recommendations made 
by President Eisenhower on Jan. 23 are ac- 
cepted by Co the boycott also will be 
strictly limited, ag it should be.

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committee indicated that Kohler is as “tough” 
as ever. This firm is unrepresentative of mod- 
ern management which has accepted collec- 
tive bargaining. That is why its trouble—in 
part of its own making—offers such a poor 
basis for mew labor legislation. The commit- 
tee has better grounds on which to make 
reasonable recommendations. 


Closer to a Tax Cut 


Impressive weight is added to the growing 
sentiment for a tax cut by the Committee for 
Economic Development, an organization of 
business men with no special political bias. 
The committee suggests a 20 per cent re- 
duction in individual income tax rates in May 
if the recession has not distinctly taken a 
better turn by then. The reduction would 


terminate next December unless Congress . 


voted to extend it. 

Both the recession of 1949 and that of 
1953-54 were ended shortly after tax cuts 
became effective, and it becomes increasing- 
ly difficult to believe that this one can be 
liquidated without similar treatment. If it 
be argued that a tax cut will cause a Treasury 
deficit and a further increase in the national 
debt, the answer is that a continuing reces- 
sion without a tax cut will have the same 
effects, if not worse. 

On the other hand, a rising national in- 
come may make it possible, even at reduced 
tax rates, to wipe out the deficit in a short 
time. Taxes were cut by some 7.4 billions in 
January 1954, but the ensuing growth of the 
economy in the following two years increased 
federal revenues by 10 billions a year even 
at lower rates. 

The nation’s urgent task at the moment is 
to resume, in a decisive way, the economic 
growth which is necessary to employ a grow- 
ing population, Once contraction has been 
replaced with sound expansion, the federal 
budget can be brought into balance. Until 
then it is futile to try. 


A Budget for All to Examine 


Members of the Missouri Legislature de- 
serve an opportunity to leaf through the ten- 
tative St. Louis city budget now under con- 
sideration in the Board of Estimate. 


The document is both a precise articulation 
of the city’s deep financial crisis and a per- 
suasive argument for permitting St. Louisans 
to tackle it by lifting the earnings tax rate. 


The $63,000,000 level of spending proposed 
is about $6,000,000 in excess of expected in- 
come, It can be brought into balance only if 
the Legislature lifts the earnings tax ceiling 
from one-half to four-fifths of one per cent— 
and if the people of the city then by a 60 
per cent majority at the polls agree to assume 
this additiona] burden. 

This budget runs about $6,000,000 under 
what heads of the various municipal depart- 
ments had requested. As it stands, it will 
permit the city to perform only those services 
it currently is performing; nothing new is 
contemplated. 

Where will the extra $6,000,000 go? About 
$1,800,000 will cover a payroll rise growing 
out of a salary increment currently being paid 
the city’s merit system workers to keep their 
scale in line with private employment; $1,- 
200,000 is the cost of an additional city pay 
day in this fiscal year of 27 pay days; $250,000 
will.be for higher juror and other salaries 
raised by the Legislature, and $350,000 is 
in anticipated higher costs of supplies and 
materials. 

Since the current budget was balanced last 
summer by drawing op $2,400,000 in accumu- 
lated funds which will not be available this 
year, an item of that size completes the need. 


The budget allots the Police Department 
only $14,468,000, the same as it currently is 
spending. Indications are the department will 
require more than that. Under the law the 
city must give this state-controlled agency 
what it asks. 

In the nature of things every penny of ad- 
ditional revenue for the Police Department 
probably will come out of one of the regular 
city departmental budgets. So if there is any 
fat in the municipal budget, the police de- 
mands in effect will boil it out. 

If the lawmakers at Jefferson City are so 
blind as to deny St. Louisans the right to 
solve this problem fairly and democratically 
at the polls, the only practical alternative for 
the City Administration will be to cut back 
services—which means substantial layoffs of 
city employes. Legislators who examine the 
budget with an open mind will be moved to 
prevent that from happening. 


The Why of Police Dogs 


The Police Board’s interest in using trained 
dogs to help combat crime is part of an intel- 
ligent and commendable effort to increase 
the productivity of the individual officer. In 
other words, the Board is out to give the 
taxpayer improved protection at minimum 
cost. 


London’s experience with dogs indicates 
that they can perform many useful functions. 
In a way the animals represent a relatively 
inexpensive new tool; properly handled they 
may be able to help cut down purse suatch- 
ings, or hooliganism. It costs about $200 a 
year to keep a dog, and from $4400 to $5500 
a year to pay the patrolman who will be 
with him. While a dog will never substitute 
for a patrolman, it obviously is a good deal 
cheaper to provide a patrolman with a dog 
than it would be to put two men on the 
same beat. 

Use of one-man cars on a limited basis 
about 18 months ago was the first important 
step in a long time toward modernizing the 
department. The experimental reorganiza- 
tion of the patrol force in the Ruskin avenue 
and Deer street districts is another.

Profession Needs Emphasis on What to Teach, Not How to Teach

gogy.” These courses are designéd to 
train people in how to teach, not in 
what to teach. They include such 
courses as “Methods of Teaching 
Mathematics,” “‘Teaching Science in 
the High School,” “Child Psycholo- 
gy,” “School Management Problems” 
and “Practice Teaching.” 


Some states require elementary 
teachers to devote nearly a third of 
their college programs to courses of 
this sort. Every state requires at 
least some pedagogy to get a teach- 
ing job in the public schools. 


As a result, many educators point 
out, the late Dr. Albert Einstein 
could not teach physics on a perma- 
nent basis in any public school in the 
United States. Most college profes- 
sors and most private-school teachers 
would similarly be barred. 


Some educators defend these rules 
vigorously. Says an official of the Na- 
tional Education Association: ““With- 
out professional training, a teacher 
can do harm to young children. A 
teacher must know how to handle 
them and how to get the best out of 
them.”

The school board in Washington, 
D.C., has just ordered a drastic re- 
duction in the number of “how to 
teach” courses that a person must 
have completed in order to get a job 
teaching school. 

“We did it because we wanted to 
get more teachers and better teach- 
ers,’ says Walter N. Tobriner, presi- 
dent of the school board. “This will 
open up a new area from which we 
can draw them.” 

Virginia, too, has just trimmed the 
number of courses in educational 
methods that a person must take 
before he or she can get a full- 
fledged teaching certificate. 


In some cases, persons with college 
degrees but no credits in teacher- 
training courses will be able, under 
Virginia's new policy, to get full cer- 
re after two years of teach-

“We do not consider teacher train- 
ing a necessary qualification for be- 
coming a strong teacher in our 
school. Our feeling is that the main 
need of a teacher is thorough know!- 
edge of the subject and an enthusi- 
asm for imparting it.”

Cottage Cheese, However 

You May Name It, Always 

In Good Taste at Table

IT’S THE SIMPLE THINGS in life that give us the 
most pleasure, when it comes right down to it. Oh, it’s 
fun to ‘‘go glamorous’’ occasionally, of course—whether 
it’s with a fancy hat, a fancy party, or a fancy food. But 
day in and day out, it’s the more familiar, well-loved 
things from which we get the greatest satisfaction. It’s 
the classic hat, always in good taste; the casual party 
with tried-and-true friends; the plain foods that we en- 
joy most, 

Take cottage cheese, as a perfect example. It’s as 
unpretentious as a cheery kitchen with a checkered table- 
cloth, as inexpensive as it can be, but such a favorite 
with almost everyone that there’s a jingle which goes, 

‘‘Oh, some would call it ‘cottage,’ 
While others call it ‘Dutch,’ 

And some would name it ‘Schmierkase,’ 
By any name we like it... much.’’ 

And no wonder that ‘‘By any name we like it... 
much,’’ when you consider that in addition to its de- 
licious flavor it’s rich in ‘protein but low in ealories (for 
that slim, trim look) that is coveted in springtime. So 
high is it in food value that one four-ounce serving will 
match a serving of other high-quality proteins in any 
meal—but do keep in mind that when it is used as a 
meat substitute it should be served with a dark green 
vegetable such as spinach to supply the extra iron. 

In this section you will find suggestions for using 
cottage cheese in various types of dishes—entrees, salads 
and desserts. 

There are, of course, various types of cottage cheese. 
The large, soft curd is recommended for cooked dishes, 
since heat will not impair its texture. When the cheese

Whatever type you prefer, chances are that you 
serve it frequently; United States Department of Agri- 
culture statistics prove that the nation as a whole is 
eating more and more of it all the time—about one-third 
more than we ate just five short years ago, to be exact.

THE “NO-BAKE” method of 
making cheese cake is no long- 
er news, of course, but it is well 
worth repeating — especially 
when it is combined with cran- 
berries and a smidgen of grated 
citrus rind. 

Cottage cheese is the most 
important ingredient in the 
cake. As its name implies, cot- 
tage cheese probably originated 
with thrifty cottagers or small 
farmholders who _ adapted

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Chemise Praised 
By Lilly Dache

LILLY DACHE, whose stock in trade is glamour, isn’t 
concerned about the baggy look in fashions. To her it isn’t 
baggy but merely relaxed, and she advises women who are 
fussing about the disappearance of théir waistlines to relax 
and enjoy their new chemises, because chemises are here 
to stay. . 
In St. Louis last week to attend the Gridiron dinner 
of the Women's Advertising Club of St. Louis and to do a 
bit of business on the side, this enthusiastic exponent of 
beauty insists that the new silhouettes can be equally as 
glamorous as the form-fitting ones, if a woman makes up 
her mind to accept them graciously and picks the version 
that is the most becoming. 

Since she has been dealing out glamour in pne form 
or another most of her life, Lilly Dache speaks from ex- 
perience. Sometimes she supplies it by the yard. Again 
she measures it by the ounce with a whiff of fragrance 
added. Not only hats, with which she made her first suc- 
cess, but hosiery, shoes, hair-nets, gloves, foundation gar- 
ments, dresses and complete ensembles all have received 
the Dache glamour treatment. 

Starting at the age of 6 by cutting up her mother’s 
best blouse to make hats for her dolls, this unusual woman 
kept right on creating fashions. She was 15 years old when 
she left her native France to go to New York to seek her 
fortune. 

The story of her climb isn’t new but it continues to 
fascinate. Her Glamour Book, published several years ago 
following the success of her first book about hats, is still 
a popular seller. Now, as head of Lucien Lelong Perfumes 
and Marie Earle Cosmetics, as well as a host of other prod- 
ucts that bear her name, she is recognized as one of Amer- 
ica’s most successful business women. 

The title “Madame Dache” has continued to identify 
her although hundreds of women call her merely “Lilly.” 
In private life she is Mrs. Jean Despres. 


The principal handicap of the loose-fitting 
style is its name, according to Lilly. What the 
fashion industry needs is a new word to take the 
place of “chemise” and “sack.” If anything gets 
a bad name it's just like a person with a bad repu- 
tation—it’s hard to live down, she said. The term 
she prefers for the new style is “relaxed” but she 
isn’t quite satisfied with that. Whatever it is called, 
she declares that it represents a protest of women 
against the too-tight clothes of the last few years. 


“Women asked for this easier silhouette,” Mme. Dache 
insisted. “They were tired of being pushed into their 
clothes so they looked like stuffed sausages. They really 
wanted a change, but any change {s difficult to get general 
acceptance. I remember how much complaining there was 
about the ‘New Look.’ Women said they wouldn't wear it. 
Now we can't get them away from it.” 


ASKED HOW LONG she thought this free and easy 
silhouette would continue, Mme. Dache predicted it would 
go the usual 10-year cycle, at least. It was launched in 
Paris about four years ago—Lilly says that she had a 
Balenciaga model that long ago—so it should reach the 
height of its popularity during the next year or so. 

“It’s the logical fashion for today when women lead 
such busy lives and, as for being unglamorous, I can’t

agree. The exhibition of a woman's form is not neces- 
sarily beautiful.” 

To be glamorous in a chemise as in any fashion, this 
beauty expert says that a woman needs to take stock of 
her good points, conceal her bad ones, and start with her 
foundation garments to mold her figure to the most flat- 
tering proportions. Then she should select the version of 
the chemise which is best for her. Since there are so many 
different variations, one can be found that is becoming. 


Mme. Dache used her own dress as an example. 
At luncheon at the Park Plaza while discussing 
fashion trends, she was wearing a black rough silk 
chemise dress belted across the front. The back 
was loose from the shoulders to the hemline, but 
there was careful fitting of the dress at the hipline 
—a secret of flattery with this silhouette. Simply 
designed with an untrimmed round neckline and 
below-the-elbow sleeves, this dress is considered 
by Mme. Dache as a perfect one for a maximum of 
daytime occasions. 


Clusters of pearls—not only clear ones but gray and 
mauve in tone—adorned the neckline, and there was oppor- 
tunity for a display of interesting bracelets with the short- 
er sleeves. To complete her costume, and add the color 
that personalizes an ensemble, she chose a rolled sailor of 
violet colored felt to match a tweed coat and also her eyes. 


AT THE GRIDIRON DINNER she wore a floor length 
black chiffon dress featuring swirling drapery. She likes 
chiffon for evening, and says that no other material is so 
flattering. 

Since she is a beauty expert as well as fashion design- 
er, Mme. Dache devotes detailed attention to her makeup.

Diplomats and Foreign Languages

NEW YORK, March 24.~ 


A STATE DEPARTMENT 
group, whose budget has been 
cut frequently because Repre- 


sentative John J. Rooney 
(Dem.), New York, apparently 
does not consider foreign 


languages important for diplo- 
mats, had a chance last week 
to tell of its woes to the Pres- 
ident. 


The President, who seemed 
shocked at the record given 
him on the lack of ability of 
our Foreign Service officers to 
speak the language to which 
they are assigned, said he 
would talk to Mr. Rooney about 
it, 


This is not the first time 
I have heard of Mr. Rooney’s 
inability to understand the 
needs of the department over 
whose finances he presides 
as chairman of the House Ap- 
propriations subcommittee. 
I am told that Mr. Rooney 
has been happily slashing 
this budget for years. 


He is always less than en- 
thusiastic about giving. am- 
bassadors the necessary lan- 
guage training or representa- 
tional allowances, which in 
plain language means money 
to entertain not only the in- 
numerable people (including 
Congressmen) who visit them 
from this country but natives 
of the country in which they 
are stationed, as well as their 
foreign colleagues. 


Mr. Rooney is a very power- 
ful man in this particular field 
and he can do us infinite harm. 
About this the advisory com- 
mittee of the Foreign Service 
Institute last week tried to give 
the President a few stark facts. 


Fifty per cent of the entire 
Foreign Service officers corps 
does not have a _ speaking 
knowledge of any foreign lan- 
guage. Seventy per cent of the 
new men coming into Foreign 
Service are in the same state.

"Record Changer 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 24. 

I AM WASHING MY RECORDS tnis morning. Deter- 
gent and cold water. This is recommended by hi-fi people 
who curdle at the idea of dust on records. 

Hi-fi is something you cannot live without in. this 
exacting age. We spend 
a good deal of our lives 

* worrying about tweeters 
‘and bleaters and all sort 
of stereophonic sete et 
gear. 

I am not sure what 
makes my hi-fi either hi 
or fi. But I am not cop- 
ping to that fact before 
the neighbors, believe 
me. 

“I prefer the audio fre- 
quency with the frammis 
on the cusp,” I say. Then 
I change the subject. You 
have to be hip these days. 
Hip and fast on your feet. 

It is very square among 
us hi-fi people to use an 
automatic changer. 

Heavenly days. When 
I remember my youthful 
days on the old Victrola. 

Winding up the crank until I might

just as well have been out turning a grind organ. 


Whatever happened to organ grinders anyway? 
The wonderful Italians with big mustaches and 
a boxful of music and a monkey in a red jacket? 
It was a sure sign of spring when the organ 
grinder came around. 


The monkey would put out his little red hat and you 
dropped a penny in it. He stuck the penny in his jacket. 
The grind organ man usually wore a green Fedora hat with 
one side of the brim cocked jauntily. He wore a red ban- 
dana at his throat; He played in the street on warm sum- 
mer evenings. 


WELL, THAT IS NOT the point. The point is music 
having been simplified, is now becoming complicated again. 

There were no automatic record changers when I was 
a boy. In fact, small boys were the record changers. You 
put the record on. Then you wound up the crank as tight 
as the spring would go—being careful you did not wind it 
too tight or it would break. 

You did this by feel. No instruments. You put on the 
record and pushed the starting lever over. Then you peered 
underneath and set the needle down very, very carefully. 


The needle had te be changed every record 
or two. And alongside the turntable were two 
little hollows. Like little dishes. One was for new 
needles. The other was for discarded old needles. 


We had two types of needles: Steel needles and needles 
made of some sort of porous wood. You took the old needle 
out by unscrewing a set screw. You stuck the new needle 
in and tightened the screw. 


AS I SAY, all this work was done by small boys. 
were an intelligent bunch, Lively, too. 

You had to be lively. Because half way through the 
record, the spring would begin to run down. “Rooooowwwses 
offfffff Piiiiicarowwwwdyyyyyyowww.” 

That is the way the machine sounded when it began 
to run down. Then all the elders in the house would holler: 

“Wind up the machine! Wind up the machine!” 

I give you one guess whom they were talking to! 

We would then run ovet and wind the crank briskly 
and the machine would pick up speed: “Rooooowwwwses 
arebloominginPicardy tum-te-tum.

Well, we just got into the automatic record 
changer. And the electric plug that does all the 
work. And what happens? Why now we must get 
the single-shot turntable. Changing each record 
one at a time. Or else we are square as Jack the 
bear with the hi-fi neighbors. 


Pretty soon I imagine we will be -vinding the crank 
again. So that electric power will not interfere with some 
magic undertones. And tell you the truth, I am not sure 
the old arm is as good as it was once. In the old days it 
was hi. Now it is only fi.
